The  roots  should  be  spread  out 
and  the  soil  packed  around  them. 

The  best  time  to  plant  iris  is  in  July  and  August,  although  they  can  be 
transplanted  at  any  time  of  the  year  when  the  ground  is  not  frozen. 

All  orders  are  accepted  subject  to  the  condition  and  availability  of  stock  at 
shipping  time  or  being  sold  out.  Early  orders  will  be  appreciated.
